W. Panof- 
sky called on the United States 
to ratify the SALT-2 Treaty 
and to give up Us plans to 
build and deploy MX missiles. 
The only road to peace lies 
through reductions In the nu- 
clear arsenals, he stressed. 

Writing in the "Los Angeles 
Times", the American scientists 
J. Pike and P. Stars point to the 
highly dangerous consequences 
of the lnilliarlzalion of space. 
The anti-satellite weapons' tests 
in the United States and the de- 
signing of other types of space 
weapons, they point out, further 
Increase the military threat. 

The scientists stress the ur- 
gent necessity that a morato- 
rium be declared without fur- 
ther delay on tests of all kinds 
of antl-salcllile weapons and 
lhai negotiations be entered In-

HYDRO-ACCUMULATING POWER STATION UNDER CONSTRUCTION NEAR MOSCOW 


Thn small river of Kunya 
which has been meandering 
for centuries In tho north of 
the Moscow Region Is now 
flowing along a new bed pre- 
pared by the hydreennst ruc- 
tion workers. It will have to 
bring la Ufa tho power units of 
lire Zagorsk I lydio-Acc simulat- 
ing Power Station which Is be- 


ing constructed on the banks 
of Iho Kunya Rlvor. The buil- 
ders have started to fill tho so- 
called lower reservoir with 

water. 

The Zagorsk Hydro-Accumu- 
lating Station Is a complex 
hydrnlcchnlcal structure. Tho 
need In LI has been dictated by 
ihe proximity of such a giant 
energy consumer as Moscow. 


At different times of night and 
day, the city needs different 
amounts of electricity. It shar- 
ply rises In the morning and 
In tho daytime, and falls at 
night. The Hydro-Accumulating 
Station Is designed to smooth 
over the "peak lead". At nlghl 
Its units will act as pumps to 
pump water from the lower 


reservoir Into the higher one. 
In the daytime, the stored 
waterfalling from the height 
will rotate the blades of the 
turbines. 

The first two power units of 
Iba Zagorsk Hydro-Accumulat- 
ing Power Station, rated at 200 
thousand kilowatts each, are 
to be switched on In Decem- 
ber. 


MULTILAYER PIPES FOR GAS INDUSTRY 


Multilayer pipes, designed hy 
Soviet engineers, which make H 
possible to pump gas at a pres- 
sure Of 100 atmospheres, have 
been used to build a 100 km long 
stretch of the Urengol-Cenirc-1 
gas plpeUno now nearing com- 
pletion. In lha future gas pipe- 
lines will be built entirely from 
multllayor pipes, which, accord- 
ing to specialists, will moke pos- 
sible an almost 50 par cent in- 


crease in Ihe capacity ol pipe- 
lines running [ram Siberia to Ihe 
European part of the Soviet 
Union. 

During the current nve-year 
plan period (ISB1-I98SI, tbs 
USSR has built four gas pipelines 
from Siberia to the central part 
of the country; pipes are being 
laid on the last several dozen 
kilometres or the fifth pipeline, 
white construction work has 


begun on the sixth pipeline. But 
even this massive sixth-thread 
"energy conduit” will be insuf- 
ficient to meet the growing 
demand for gas In Ihe European 
part of the country. 

By next year alone, one bil- 
lion cubic metres of natural gas 
a day will be extracted In Si- 
beria and this Is far from the 
limit for the world's largest gas 
Helds, 


Growing production will 
necessitate the construction of 
new gas pipelines. At present it 
coats over one million roubles to 
build one kilometre of gas pipe- 
line tn northern conditions. 
While Increasing tho capacity of 
the pipelines, the new multilayer 
pipes will make it possible lo 
reduce the volume of construc- 
tion work.
